was cut off. It is stated, that when he was informed by Sir Hud. 
son that Government had ordered the reduction of bis allowance 
from 20,0002. to 8,000/. per annum, for himself and establisr- 
ment, he’ instantly requested that an armourer from one of ile 
regiments might be sent to him, to strike off the eagles aiid other 
Imperial emblems from his plate, being determined to dispos 
al! that part of his property, and not to be limited to so scanty « 
allowanee.—— Courier. 

Extract of a Letter from St. Helena, dated Sept. 22:—* A very 
énirious circumstance oceurred here a few days ago: Bonaparte, 
in a rage, ordered his service of plate to be broken up, the eagles 
whicli Were engraved t6 be effaced, and the whole to be dispove “d 
of as‘old silver.’ He applied to a merchant, a resident of this 
placé, who asked permission of the Governor. He thought that 
the amount would vot exceed 3 or 40001. sterling. The Governor 
consented to the merehant’s going to look at the plate, but ob- 
served, that the amount should not be paid to Bonaparte, but aes 
posited in the hands of the Governor, or the Purveyor. Whe 
the merchant went to. look at the plate, instead of the sum « 'ohe 
mentioned, the property was about 19,5002 steriing—a sum bas 
thertoo great to be procured here at so-short a notice. How- 
ever, ina day or two it is expected that this curi+us sogee's tat) om 
willbe bro‘glit to a cfose, It is’said, that Bonaparte wishes by 
these means te make’ himself indepéndent of the British Govern 
ment, and that in futarehe will never make any application for 
money, ‘but live on “his own resources. His suite receive their 
regular allowance from Government.

POLICE REPORT. 


From the Mixorns of Evivencr, taken before a Committee of 
the House of Commons ov the Police of the Metropolis. The 
Hou. Hexny Gary Bexwer io the Clie 


Heads of Hr. Tetinstnd’s Evidence. 

Mr. ‘Townsend is one of tlie Officers at Bow--'reet, and has 
held that situation aboot 34 years. He is eiiployed both at the 
Offive nnd to attend the Conrtt, wid aldo 16 reniain with the 
Regeut when at Brighton. The Officers from’ Bow-street at (ead 
occasionally at the Bank, Curtomn-house, ahd other public places, 


for whieh they are petd 2 guinen a dey, indépehdent of their 
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salary. Ht is an erroncons idea that the Officers get the Govern- 
ment reward of 401, ax the Recorder, in distributing it, gives the 
prosecutor from five to twenty pounds, and divides the remainder 
amone the apprehenderss and there are but two ¢ases of felony 
ny which the Officer gets any reward, viz. highway robbery, aud 
hurglarys in the others he only gets a certificate, to free hun 
from parish offices, the value of which variesin different parishes. 
Mr. Townsend considers the establishment to be sufficient, for if 
there were more Offi¢ers than the employment requires, they 
would lessen the present emoluments by dividing them. The 
Police Officers are frequently sent out of town by individuals, 


“who inthdt case both defray the expense of the journey, afd pay 


for the trouble ofthe Officers as if it-waé oot for that, it wold 
he impossible ‘to procure proper Officers, the parliamentary re- 
wartl hardly ever amounting to 20 pounds a-year for any Officer. 
-—Mr.Townsend has always thought it wouldbe better the 
Macistrates payed the Officers for their services, according to 
their discretion, and he is perfectly convinced thatthe, reavard of 
402 has frequently caused prisonets to bé convicted, when the 
eises have been doubtfuls and it may also prevent justice being 
done in those cases, when there is any chance of leSing the ex- 
penws.—Having stated the different objections to the rewards, 
he mentioned atso. the possibility of a rich offender having an in- 
fluence over a necdy Officer, in those cases where his evidence 
would tarn the scale one wayor the other; for instance, , 2004, 
were once offered to himsclf, that he might not give” evidence 
against a very rich offender. The only way to prevent tht~, ‘is 
by making the Officer stperior to temptations and, in his opinion, 
ty do that, and make the Officer respectable, 1GOP a-yeat, ‘with 
the effects of their indastry, would be sufficient... He thinks also 
it would be an advantageous plau for the Police to offer yreat re- 
wards for the information and apprehension of offenders in those 
desperate cases which sometimes oceur, as it 1s an imdueement 
for one of a patty to impeach. 

Respecting those publicehouses teelinically called Flash-houses, 
Mr. Townsend is decidedly of opinion that they facilitate the de- 
tection of offentiers, if they are now managed as they were five 
mid twent¢ years ago, when he was in the habit of attending to 
those matiers, es it is a rendezvous for offenders of alt sorts, who, 
if they were put an end to, would be dispersed over the town.— 
Sut it depends on the conduct of the Officer, whether those 
honses dé most good of harm;.and hoonght to keep himself pers 
footly isdependent of the keepers, so that he may not be at all 
obstructed in the performance of his duty. 

At present the number of executions is mach smaller than for- 
meriy, and Mr. Townsend thinks, that, taking that thto conside- 
ration, the humber of crimes is generally decreased, which he 

ytrily attribetes.to the increased activity of the Poltce.—When 
iS first knew ity'Sir John Fielding was one of the Magistrates at 
jow-sireet, @id he was paid principally by paltry fees, for 
which he used te settle with the Clerk every Monday. At that 
time also, the number of highway robberies wassogre t, that there 
were sempetimes ten or fifteen in a week, which is now in a4 great 
measure prevenied by the horse-patrole, that Sir Richard Ford 
planned. re 

Mr. ‘Tewnsend does wot know whether the milder-execution 
of the law has any bad effect in increasing the number of cri- 
winales but le iv eertain, that imprisonment for five years iva 
reater puttishment than teu exeeutions, and he has always been 
OF opinion, that, exeept for a few of the greatest offences, impri-.

THB KING V, LORD COCHRANE. 

Mr. Marniory wpiied for the judgment of the Court upon *¢ 
T. Cochrane, Knot. commonly eatled Lord Cochrane, convieted.of 
having broke ont of the Kimg’s Beach Prison, previous to the 
fine for which, by a former sentence, he had been adjudged to 
imprisonment, had expired. 

The wihdavit of Mr. Jonesy the Marshal of the King’s Bench, 
was putin, stating, that Lord Cochrane having been committed 
to bis custody fora period of 12 months, he had treated his Lord- 
ship with the greatest kindness for the first cight months of his 
imprisonment, as his Lordship had smce several times acknow- 
ledyed. Notwithstanding this :circamstance, he, on the 7th of 
March, about three months previous to the termination of the 
time for which he had been committed, contrived to escape with 
out paying the fine of 10004. Of the means by which his Lords 
ship effected his escape the deponent still remarmed in Lnoranee, 
lis Lordship was afterwards retaken, aud tried af Guildford, 
Upon an indictment preferred against him ‘by the depoxcel. At 
the trial his Lordship asserted, that the deponent, after he hed 
escaped, had evtéred into a compromise with same of his Lorde 
ships frrends to receive him cor unknown fo any one, BpOR 
certain conditions, ‘That compromise, however, was aflerwards 
abandoned, and he’ was apprehended publicly. His Lordship 
further stated, that after he was retaken and conveyed back to 
the eustody of the deponent, he was treated with the (eer pote 
verity, and that deponent, in the excess of his crtielty, had iphen..

On Wednesday, an inquisition was taken on the body of 
Rachuel, the «tle of Thomas Fage, who died on Sunday morn- 
ing at their lodgings in King-street, ‘Tower-lill, in consequence 
of swallowitig @ qnantity of oxalic acid, in mistake for salts.— 
Mr. Johnson, snrgeon, deposed, that he attended the deceased in 
consequence of an application from her husbands but that she 
was dead before he reachedthe lodginvs. He was shewn a-cup, 
the contents of which he was. informed she’ had drank; on ex- 
ofeing the particles adhering to the cup, he found the article to 
be oxalie acid, which bears avery close resemblance to common 
Bysom salts; it is an article in very frequent domestic use for 
eradicutiog stains from linen, cleaning boot-tops, and other like 
purposes; thit its poisonous property is, he believed, bat little 
kugwh by mang persons, the quantity of hylfan ouner, and per- 
haps less, being sufficient to produce almost immediate death.—In 
this case the raplity of Ms effects was fully evinced, as the un- 
fortovate woman died within ten minutes after taking the dose. 
The aceoout given by ber husband was, that he was walking 
with hie wife on Saturday evening inthe Borough-road,- when 
he kicked before him, ou the pavement, a small packet, tied 
rouid with a string, which he picked up; but, supposing it 
dropped as a trick, he was about throwing it down again, when 
hin wife took tt and wed him.to lookat the contents: on opén- 
lint the papery tis wife said, it was fine’ Epsomssalt, and just 
whaeit'she wanted, and she took it home. She communicated 
what ber hasband had found to a fellow lodger, but ueither she 
nor thi husbdud remonstrated against her using the article so 
found, supposing herto have a sufficient knowledve ‘of it, she 
having lived in anapothecary’s service before her marriage. On 
thie following morning, she complained of a pain in her bowels, 
wud send she wonld take the supposed salts; she then dissolved 
them in. warm water, and after some hesitation between her 
husbaud and herself as to which of them should take the 
nuattre, she drank«the fatal dose. The singularity of the
